Patcher she spoke with thought her 


call was a prank and toldherto “knock 
it off,” and hung up on her. 
Although it was the first time she 
had a problem with 91 1, it was not the 
first time Mosley had some one hang 
up on her. 
Several years ago, Mosley had la- 


ryngeal cancer and her doctor per-° 


formed a laryngectomy, removing her 
voice box. She has been cancer-free 
for almost four years, but she can no 
longer talk without the help of a spe- 
cial device. 

“It vibrates when I’m talking. Ihave 
a big mouth. I'm talking all the time,” 
Mosley said. 2 

She: presses the device, which re- 
sembles a small flashlight, to herneck 
and it transforms thé vibrations into 
words. The problem is, the words 
sound robotic, and like the 913 dis- 


patcher, people often misunderstand 
her. She often has her telephone calls 
result in hang ups. 

“I'm getting: very “frustrated,” she 
said..

An article in the Citizen-Journal on Dec. 29, 2004, 
included several misleading statements that ae 
response. 

The article titled “Judge Rules Against The City." % 
reported on a recent ruling by Federal Judge Quist, who 
ordered 4 lawsuit filed by the Friends of the-Boyne 
River back to state court. Judge Quist ruled that the 
case, which was originally filed in state ceurt, was . 
improperly removed by the city to federal court because 
there was no federal question in the case that invoked 
federal jurisdiction. The judge also-awarded the FOBR.

In the article, oa statements by the city and its 
attorney are incomplete-and, in the interest of fairness ° 
and to promote open dialogue on this matter of.impor- 
tance to the citizens of Boyne City, we have requested 
that the Citizen-Journal print this response. : 

The article quotes the city: attorney as saying, “Tt is 
very unusual that someone. would challenge improve- 
Elsewhere, 
the question is raised, “Why someone would attack the 
ability ofa municipality to obtain low; interest funding 
is difficult to understand.” 

While the challenge to the issuance of a construction 
permit may be “very unusual” the real curiosity is why 
the city has designed a brand new $8-million wastewa- 
ter treatment plant that ignores most of the modern 
technology that is currently available and, according. to 
James Braithwaite PRE., an independent wastewater and 
infectious waste management expert. has several ' 
design and process flaws.. 

Regarding the low-interest loan, it is difficult for us 
to understand why the state would Pund a project-that 
retains so much of the old technology that has led to 
the inability of the existing plant to come even close to 
properly treating the flow volumes for which it was - 
originally designed. We have given the Braithwaite 
Report to the city and the MDEQ several months ago. 


’ We will ask the Boyne City District Library to place 


several copies on file for anyone to read. If you would 
like a copy of the thoroughly documented 25-page 
report, contact Shirley Howie at 582-7087. 

A statement was also made in this article that, “The 
MDEQ has been urging the city for at least 10 years to 
move the wastewater discharge from its current 
location near the city beach in Lake Charlevoix to the 
Boyne River.” 

This problem was caused by the city in the first 
place. The discharge into the lake was in place many 


. ‘years before the'city constructed the beach. At that time 


the city was warned and cautioned by the MDEQ and 
the Health Department about locating the beach so 
, Close to the discharge point. It was poor judgment that 
the city went ahead with thé-plan-and it was also poor 
judgment that perniits were granted to allow the beach 
to be placed there. Now the solution that they propose 
is to move the hazard into the middle of town where 
the river is heavily used. We find the MDEQ rdfle in 
this to be questionable, We feel that it shows a disre- - 
gard for the state’s own water quality rules. 

* Several benefits to the people who live in Boyne 


- City and the surrounding communities have already 


resulted from our filings. First, when the city tried 
some time ago to obtain a permit to discharge into the 
Boyne River, our attorney, James Olson, wrote many 
letters and filings to MDEQ framing the legal reasons 
why this was improper. The city had not dorie the | 
proper environmental studies to support the permit. It 
was the city that was “premature,” not the Friends of 
the Boyne River. ‘As a result, the MDEQ did not 
approve the permit but rather found it to be ‘‘adminis- 


_ tratively incomplete.” Second, after reading the 


arguments in our lawsuits, the MDEQ.ordered the city 
to “modify” the treatment plant to meet the much 
higher: laké discharge ireatment limits.

Starting a new job 

Every job has different rules and procedures and slowly 
Elsenheimer is learning each one associated with his new 
position. One of the first things he learned was where he 
could and couldn’t walk while in the Capitol. 

“There’s a lot of tradition down here in Lansing. A lot of 
old rules that have been around for years and years,” he 
said. “One of them I just get a hoot out of is that if you go 
over to the Senate wing, only senators can walk down the 


“ center aisle. So as a representative, I'm not allowed to walk 


down the center aisle of the Senate, It's s a rule and you 
can’t break it.” 
As he breaks into his new job, the tasks ahead vary from 
the simple to the complex. Task one, seat selection. 
“That is done by seniority,” he said. “The people that 
have been there the longest have the first choice. I’m prob- 


> ably going to be in the very rear of the room. That's where 


pr 


they came up with the term ‘backbencher. 

The term backbencher was originally coined by the Brit- 
ish Parliament and used to refer to a member of the House. 
of Commons who is not a party leader. In the U.S. political 
system, it more often means a member of the Legislature 
who does not hold a senior office. . ‘ 

Despite being a freshman representative, Elsenheimner 
will hold a leadership role as associate House speaker pro 
tempore. He will lead the House debate when the Eira 
and speaker pro tempore are not presiding. 

“It’s primarily a procedural job, but it also gives me a 
voice in detérmining what kind of things are going to be 
brought up before the House,” he said. ‘Basically, I have a 
voice at the leadership table and that’s a very useful thing 
for northern Michigan.” 

Task two is more complicated, he said. The legislators 
have been working since the election on committee selec- 
tions. 

The members of the House are currently positioning 
themselves to be placed en certain committees, Elsenheimer 
did not want to comment on which committees he’s seek- 
ing because its still in the works. Committee selection will 
occupy the first couple weeks of the legislature, he said. 

The final task will be SHE the agenda for the first 100 
days. 

“I’m part of a team of six to 10 representatives that are 
putting together policy objectives for the first 100 days 
and for the two-year term,” he said. “We'll be releasing a 
report to the Republican Caucus on those proposals toward 
the end of this month.” . 

The entire Republican Caucus will be having a retreat at 
the end of the month where they will be making final plans 
for the two-year term. “Legislative objectives, agendas, 
those-kind-of things,” Elsenheimer said. 

. One of his final tasks in the initial weeks of Tiis tenure, 
getting swom into office, is already halfway complete. 
Shortly after the election, Elsenheimer was swom into of- 


fice. On Jan. 12 at the Capitol Building in Lansing, there 


will be a ceremonial swearing in of the legistature mem-

After six years in office, Bradstreet said he has about

“J didn’t see anything in my six years that gave me a 
lot of hope that government was a solution for very many 
things,” he said. 

While achieving objectives proved to be difficult, 
Bradstreet said his years in office were a blessing and he 
was proud to serve northern Michigan.. 

“It’s been a wonderful experience and such ajhigh honor, 
anda humbling experience to be intrusted with that re- 
sponsibility by your fellow citizens,”’ Bradstreet said.

Al- 
most all the issues he is going to face, the real thorny 
issues, are going to revolve around the budget issues. It’s 
acompletely different economy today than it was in 1999.” 

“You’re going to see the Republican Caucus.in the 
House take a very pro-economy, pro-business stance and 
make some real tough decisions regarding programs and 
regarding the size of government,” Elsenheimer said. 

“J think we’re going to be very bold in order to make 
sure Michigan gets out of its economic depression.”

The 
goal, he said, is to get in-the top third in terms of eco- 
nomic growth by the end of two years. .
